Heroine of Beverly. 


The Rev. Mr. Stone related the following:

This unceremonious assault proved too 
much for the equanimity of its patriotic oc- 
cupant. He seized his musket, and rushing 
to the beach, returned the’ compliment with 
hearty good will. Immediately upon the 
commencement of firing, many females re- 
siding in exposed situations, retired to places 
of greater security. There were some, how- 
ever, who paid little attention to this demon- 
stration of hostility, and continued their do- 
mestic occupations as though nothing un- 
common was going on. Of this class, was 
a good lady, wife of a devoted friend to 
American freedom, who was at that moment 
engaged in preparing a batch of bread for 
the oven. The house she occupied, was 
directly in the rear of the meeting house, 
and liable to be struck by every discharge. 


Her brother anxious for her safety, came 
in, and informing her of the danger, desired 
her to take the child and proceed by a cir- 
cuitous route to a place beyond the reach of 
the enemy’s guns, whilst he would rally a 
company tv resist any attempt to land. To 
this she demurred ; she felt noalarm. Besides 
her oven was heating, the bread was nearly 
ready, and as to leaving it before. it was set 
in, she could not think of it! She was final- 
ly prevailed upon to forego this resolution 
and retire. As she was passing around the 
south-eastern corner of the common, curiosi- 
ty prevailed over apprehension---and, climb- 
ing upon the wall, stood in full view of 
the enemy’s vessel, surveying the scene, 
until a canon ball striking the earth near 
her, gave decided intimation that it was time 
to depart.

This appears to me to be the true, grand is 
sue of which the slavery-questiou is only one 
point.

“stand, because the Eighth Henry wished to di- 
vorce Catherine and marry Ann Boleyn, and se- 
ceded from the Pope, and constructed an oppo- 
‘sition Church, because he would not grant the 
Papal sanction to the deed? Isthat same Church, 
hardened into form, and welded into the State by 
the Statute of Elizabeth, his equally haughty 
and cruel daughter, the only, or the main securi- 
ty of that which saves souls in Europe? Or, to 
drop the specific for the generic form of the ques- 
tion: Is Christianity more lovely and attractive 
to mortal eyes, swaddled about with human con- 
trivances, or clad in the simple robes of right_ 
eousness and light?

As all our readers may not be familiar with the 
common arguments in support of this right, we 
will refer to them briefly, and then present an- 
other argument, not hitherto so frequently insist- 
ed upon, but, as we think, entirely conclusive. 
Among other powers expressly conferred upon 
Congress by the Constitution, (Article 1, section 
viii,) is this: —* To exercise exclusive legislation 
in all cases whatsoever, over such district, (not 
exceeding ten miles square) as may, by cession 
of particular States and the acceptance of Con- 
gress, become the seat of Government of the 
United States.” ji 

The terms in which this grant of power is 
made, are unequivocal and absolute. No valid 
limitation upon the grant could be imposed by 
the deeds of transfer: otherwise, Congress could 
not ‘have accepted the territory, because it could 
not deprive itself of a power conferred by the 
Consiitution. Such deprivation would have been 
a gross violation of that instrument. If it ac- 
cepted territory at all, it must have been with 
the complete transfer to itself of entire 
sovereignty over it. 

The deed of cession by Maryland contained no 
proviso whatever. That of Virginia provided that 
“nothing herein contained shall be construed. to 
vest in the United States any right of property 
in the sort, or to affect the rights of individuals 
THEREIN, Otherwise than the same shall or may 
be transferred by such individvals to the United 
States.” 

This limitation, though it did not shield or 
pretend to shield, the claim of slaveholders, was 
still absurd; for if Congress had no power un- 
der the Constitution to invade such rights, no 
act of Virginia, could render them more secure; 
but if it had such power, no act of Virginia could 
impose a limitation upon it, for the clause of the 
Constitution conferred on Congress, sole, and un- 
limited power of legislation over said District 
and this clause was sanctioned by the language 
of the acts of both Virginia and Maryland. 

Congress then is the Legislature of the District, 
and has the same powers over it, which the Le- 
gislatures of the several States have over them. 
Therefore it has the right to abolish District 
slavery. “For, that the Legislative power is com- 
petent to abolition, is proved by all history--by the 
fact that slavery has been abolished by the Le- 
gislatures of the free States---by the fact that the 
people of the slave States in most instances have 
deemed it necessary expressly to prohibit their 
Legislatures from emancipating slaves without 
the consent of their owners. 

If then the abolition of slavery is within the le- 
gitimate sphere of legislation, and if there could 
be, and ts, nothing in the deeds of cession, excep- 
ting slavery from the action of the Legislative 
power of Congress, is there any exceptional 
clause in the federal Constitution? Mr. Adams 
says, that “the abolition of Slavery in the District 
of Columbia would be a. violation of the compact 
of the Constitution.” In what respect? What 
clause would be violated? Where is the pro- 
vision in the Constitution which expressly or 
by implication, prohibits Congress from eman- 
cipating the slaves in the District? It has never 
been pointed out--it can never be. Mr. Adams 
has never even attempted to specify any such 
provision. Venerable as he is for his years and 
his wisdom, we yet feel bound promptly to re- 
ject this strange opinion, unless he can point us 
to the article, section, clause of the Constitution, 
which sustains it. 

But, we may be told, the spirit of the com- 
pact forbids abolition in the District. This is no 
guide in construing an instrument. Especially 
can it not be urged against the express terms of 
such instrument. But, the spirit of the Constitution 
harmonizes with its letter, in this particular.— 
From cotemporaneous history we know, that the 
general expectation, at the date of the formation 
of the Constitution, was that slavery would soon 
cease to exist under State authority, and that 
wherever the general Government had sole juris- 
diction, it would exert its power for its extinc- 
tion. So far from the spirit of the compact be- 
ing violated then by an act abolishing slavery, it 
has been violated for the last half century by the 
continuation of this system in the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

These arguments, we conceive, are conclusive 
in favor of the right of Congress over this subject. 
More in our next.

the practice. Notwithstanding the various 
discouragements with which they haa io 
contend, the way was finally opened tiroush 
His blessing, who laid this duty upon ther 
for the entire extinction of slavery within 
the limits of our religious society, and hay. 
ing cleared itself of slavery, it was prepa. 
ed to raise an availing testimony against 
slaveholding among others. 

After liberating their slaves, Friends pro. 
ceed to remunerate those who had served 
their masters at an age entitling them to 
the proceeds of their services, making such 
compensation in very many instances {or 
their labor as justice dictated. They also 
extended a parental care over them, provi- 
ding schools for their literary instruction, 
frequently holding religious mectings with 
them, and ministering to the wants of the 
aged and indigent. When the work of e. 
mancipation was thus generally effected, 
they adopted rules in their discipline agains, 
buying, selling, holding and hiring slaves; 
and the few members who stood out in op- 
position to the decisions of the body were, 
after being labored with to recover them 
from their error, disowned, and the Society 
has ever since continued to deny church 
membership to those who violate the dixi- 
pline in these respects. 

Having liberated their slaves, Friends 
then felt religiously engaged from time to 
time, under the constraining power of Di- 
vine love, to urge upon their fellow citizens, 
both privately and publicly, the obligation 
they were under to accord to the enslaved 
African and his descendants, the unaliena- 
ble right to freedom. Memorials, petitions 
and addresses, were frequently presented wo 
Congress, to various Legislative bodies in 
the slave states, and to the public generally, 
for the purpose of promoting this desirable 
object. While their language was plain and 
unequivocal, these documents were always 
respectful and pacific in their character. Ex- 
pressions calculated to exasperate the slave- 
holder, or to excite to violence and insur- 
rection on the part of the slave—as they 
wou'd be repugnant to the benign spirit of 
the gospel, and militate against the object 
in view, were carefully avoided. To con- 
vince the master of the injustice of the sys- 
tem, and the degradation and suffering 
which it inflicted on the slave, and thus in- 
duce him voluntarily to break the yoke and 
let the oppressed go free, was the design, 
and in many cases the effect of their labors. 
By their judicious proceedings, the way was 
open in the minds of slaveholders to heat 
the pleading of Friends on behalf of the 
poor negro, and had this temperate and 
christian spirit been kept up by all those 
who have stepped forth protessedly to advo- 
cate his rights, we apprehend the cause of 
freedom would have made far greater pro- 
gress than it has—there would be less sen- 
sitiveness on this subject in the mind of the 
master than now exists, and consequently a 
fairer prospect that this opprobrium of the 
christian name, would soon be banished from 
our favored land. 

While we have been endeavoring to ad- 
vance our testimony against slavery, in our 
own peaceful way, and as we were favored 
with the leadings of the Spirit of Truth, we 
have been accused of apathy, and negligence, 
and even of giving countenance to the sys: 
tem itself, because we could not consistent: 
ly with our own convicticens of duty, unite 
with some measures which others thought 
proper to adopt.

By the common law and the law of 
nature, it is alike repudiated. Hence, when the

How does Slavery exist in the District of Co- 
lumbia? By virtue of the sovereign power of 
Virginia and Maryland? This power was ceded 
in 1788. The cession of Maryland was directed, 
by an act passed November, 1788, to be made 
the following March. The cession of Virginia 


took place December 3d of the same year. 


Necessarily, then, when these cessions were 
made, and the territory was placed beyond 
the jurisdiction of Virginia and Maryland, the 
local law of Slavery ceased to exist; and the 
slaves held as such by it, became, ipso facto, free- 
men. By an act passed July 16th, 1790, Con- 
gress ordained that the laws as they then were, 
should continue in force, “ until Congress should 
otherwise provide.” By this act, the slave code 
was resuscitated, All the life it now has, is de- 
rived from Congressional authority. Congress,

A law of North Carolina inflicts thirty-nine 
lashes or imprisonment upon.a free negro, or a 
fine of $200 upon a white, who shall teach a slave 
to read or write or shall give orsell a slave any 
book or pamphlet, (Bible not excepted.) 

In Georgia, the punishment for teaching a free 
negro or slave to read or write, is $500 fine, and 
imprisonment at the discretion of the Court; if 
the offender be a colored man, bond or free, he is 
tobe fined or whipped at the discretion of the 
Court. : 

Louisiana inflicts a penalty of one year’s im- 
prisonment for teaching slaves to read and write. 
Such are. specimens of the laws of slavery, 
dooming its victims to ignorance.
